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4. The quota/supplementary/othcr licences issued for import of the specific 
items from U.S.A. under U.S. Aid Loan No. 103 will also be subject to the same 
conditions/rcstrictions/concessions mentioned in the relevant remarks against these 
items in the Red Book for April 1964—March 1965. 

5. As laid down in Ministry of International Trade Public Notice No. 27-ITC 
(PN)/64, dated 31st March 1964 the licences issued for import of specific items 
from U.S.A. under U.S. Aid on an annual basis will not be subject to the condi¬ 
tions applicable to annual licences issued for the year April 1964--March 1965. It 
will also not be necessary for the licensees to present the licences for endorse¬ 
ments to the licensing authorities for validation of the second half of the licences 
and the licensees can utilise the licences issued under U.S. AID Loan No. 103 for 
the full value within the validity period of the licences.
